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GANADIAN GONSERVATION OF 
WATER POWERS 


Report of the Commission Criticised by Explorer of Timber- 
lands in Province of Quebec—Said to Be Valuable So Far 
as It Goes, But Falls Short of Completeness and Accuracy 
—Possibilities in the Ottawa Valley—Chances to Ex- 
pand Pulp and Paper Industries, Etc. 


The reports of the Conservation Commission on the water powers 
of Quebec has come in for some criticism at the hands of R. O. 
Sweezey, of Quebec. Mr. Sweezey has made extensive explora- 
tions of the timberlands of the province, which fact lends weight 
to his words. In a recent interview he said: 

“The only publication which in any way attempts a compilation 
of the water powers of the Province of Quebec is the report on 
water powers of Canada by the Commission of Conservation of 
Canada. This report, while it is undoubtedly most valuable as far 
as it goes, falls far short of being an accurate or complete treatise 
on the water powers of Quebec. 

“In the following figures contained -herein and deduced from 
the report it is well to note that these totals of the estimated 
water power are much lower than they should be. In recording 
figures on hundreds of water powers throughout the province the 
report of the commission is misleading in many cases, but much 
to the credit of the engineers of that commission the error in the 
estimated powers is on the safe side, and not grossly exaggerated, 
as have been many of the reports, official and private, on many 
of the water powers of Quebec. 

“In the report the water powers have been estimated for a head 
equal to their natural fall, which in nearly every case can be greatly 
increased by the building of dams or headworks. No allowance 
has been made, either, for the immense storage facilities offered 
by the natural conditions on nearly every river. Thus many water 
powers which are represented as offering 1,000 to 5,000 or 10,000 
horse power, can be increased to twice that power or more. 

“There are also a great many powers ranging from a few hun- 
dred to a few thousand horse power which do not figure at all 
in this first, and necessarily incomplete, report of the Commission 
of Conservation. 

“Of the water powers of the province concerning which more 
complete and reliable data are available, and which are more 
easily within the reach of civilization, the report shows a total 
of 2,700,000 horse power, of which 300,000 horse power is de- 
veloped, and now being utilized. Besides there is further shown 
in detail an approximate estimate of the unsurveyed water powers 
of the Saguenay basin, totaling 700,000 horse power, of the rivers 
of the north shore of the St. Lawrence (below the Saguenay), 
1,250,000 horse power, and for the James Bay slope 1,000,000 
horse power. This brings the total estimated water power of 
the province to over five and a half million horse power. 

“The rapid development carried on at the present time in con- 
nection with storage works on the Ottawa and St. Maurice rivers 
attended by investigations of various concerns with a view to 
establishing reservoirs on several other important streams may 
serve to illustrate how important the storage question is. 

“Hundreds of these water powers which may now be purchased 
in Ottawa, St. Maurice and Saguenay basins, on the north shore 
of the St. Lawrence, and along the lirie of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific, offer great facilities for the rapid development of the 
pulp and paper industry. A conservative estimate has shown 
that no less than five million tons of paper can be manufactured 
yearly from the annual increment on Quebec’s forest areas. 

PossIBILITIES OF WATER PowERs. 

“In the Ottawa Valley thousands of square miles of timber 

limits may be secured by the investor, while large quantities of 


pulp wood may be bought from farmers on every side. Elec. 
trical energy or water power may further be used as motive 
power for railroads or to operate mills, factories, and mines, 
Iron deposits unexploited, owing to their great distance from 
coal centres, may perhaps in the near future be worked when 
electrical smelting can be resorted to. The application of water 
power to extract aluminum from the clays of the Ottawa Valley 
would well warrant investigation. 

“The St. Maurice basin water powers are enormous and plenti- 
ful. The pulp and paper industry, which has already been given 
such an important start here, may still greatly expand. Water 
power for municipal requirements and every form of industry 
will always be cheap here. 

“In the vicinity of Quebec City, where pulp wood may be had 
in any quantity by railroad or barge shipment, or from the several 
hundreds of square miles of limits whose borders are within 
15 miles of the city, some thirty thousand horse power of energy 
can be supplied from the undeveloped powers on the Ste. Anne 
and Jacques Cartier rivers, and when the demand arises one 
hundred thousand horse power or more can be transmitted from 
the falls of the,Saguenay River. 

“The Saguenay offers unlimited resources in water powers and 
timber or pulp wood. This district is developing rapidly, and 
railroads are building and being projected with marked energy. 

“All along the St. Lawrence, below the Saguenay, similar facil- 
ities are offered for the manufacture of pulp and paper. 

“While pulp and paper will at the outset create the main de- 
mand for water power, the various commodities essential to 
growing and multiplying communities will constitute an ever in- 
creasing demand for water power.” 


A PRACTIGAL TALK ON PAPER 

Dayton, Ohio, June 3, 1912.—An interesting meeting of the Ben 
Franklin Club, of Cincinnati, was held in that city last week at 
which an informal address was made by Alexander Thomson, son 
of Peter G. Thomson, president of the Champion Coated Paper 
Company, of Hamilton. Of course the Ben Franklin Club mem- 
bership is composed of master or employing printers, who were 
glad to receive some information from first hands by an enter- 
prising young manufacturer of coated papers. 

Mr. Thomson assured them that everything else had advanced 
except “paper, prunes and putty,” and there were special reasons 
why they not gone up. The meeting of the printers was in the 
form of a protest against the recent advance in the price of paper, 
and it resolved itself into a mass meeting, which was largely at- 
tended. Interest in the session was evinced throughout the valley. 


The advance of paper consists of a charge for packing paper, 
which has been supplied free of charge by the mills in the past. 
The printers charge that this “arbitrary action” of the mill men 


will mean an increase of about $3 per ton. Mr. Thomson told the 
printers that the charge for packing may be avoided by their order- 
ing light weight paper. In the past, he stated, the printers have 
been paying for book paper that was used for wrappers. 

The club vigorously protested against the increased cost, by reso- 
lution, and it was decided by the same means to increase the cost 
of printing. As usual, when any kind of an advance is effected 
the consumer pays the bill. 

The suggestion was made that the printers form a closer alliance 
and vigorously fight the rules and regulations enforced by the paper 
mill owners regarding their products. The impression appeared to 
be that other increases could be expected in the future if militant 
action were not taken. 

Mr. Thomson presented some important facts to the printers, 
and they were driven home with force. For instance, he showed 
that in the past four years five paper mill concerns had passed 
dividends. 


He also produced a page from the Champion Coated Paper Com- 
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pany’s sales book of 1895, showing that No. 2 Enamel, which is 
taken as the basis of prices, sold in that year at 7 cents per pound. 
At the present time enamel paper sells at the mills for 5%4 cents 
per pound. He also pointed out that news print ten years ago cost 
$290 per hundred, while at present the price is $2.10@2.15. News 
print is the basic price for papers of that grade, and is largely 
gsed by printers as well as the better grades of book, coated, 
catalogue and enameled lines. 

Mr. Thomson opined that the reason paper was cheaper was due 
to the fact that speedier paper machines have been put on the mar- 
ket. Where machines formerly run 250 feet per minute, they are 
now covering 750 feet in the same period of time. 

Mr. Thomson wound up by saying that the paper business is done 
on a honest basis; that when paper is bought by the ream with a 
given weight the customer gets the given weight. -He stated that 
with longer transportation runs to be made than in former years 
the mills are not in any position to make extra profits on their 
products. The speaker claimed that the business is far from a 
monopolistic one, and that the printing trade would be benefited 
by doing business under set rules and on a uniform basis. 

Mr. Thomson was quizzed freely and he gave prompt replies. 
Asa defender of the trade he proved a success. After an expert 
estimator submitted some sage advice it was too late for a couple 
of suffragettes to expound their doctrines and they took to their 
heels, unabashed however, as they promised to return. 


AUSTRIA-HUNGARY TRADE 


Statistics showing the foreign paper trade of Austria-Hungary 
during the first quarter of the current year are given below. It 
will be seen that the imports increased and the exports fell off. It 
is noteworthy also that pulp was imported in increased quantities 
and that there was a heavy decline in the quantity exported. 

The intrastate trade between Austria and Hungary increased 
both ways, as compared. with the corresponding period last year. 
It will be noted in this connection that whereas Austria chiefly 
imported pulp from Hungary last year the proportion this year 
has materially changed in favor of paper and paper manufactures.

He 
left his room in the Eagle Hotel about 11 o’clock Friday night, pre- 
sumably to go to work. How he came to get over the wall and 
into the water is not known.

PAPER TRADE. JOURNAL, 40TH YEAR. 


Price and Demand 


Quiet Movement Noted at Holyoke—Business on the Decline 
in Boston—Strong Market Prevails in Chicago—Summer 
Dullness Predominates at Philadelphia—Keen Demand 
Noted in Miami Valley—Conditions Unchanged Along 
the Fox River—All Grades in Good Demand 


in Canada. 


The humid days of the past several weeks are gradually reflect- 
ing a depression in business conditions. Correspondents of THE 
Paper TRADE JOURNAL, reporting on the current situation in the 
Eastern districts, state that the disquieting tone to trading is at- 
tributed partially to the recent advances in the high-grade papers, 
and partially to the early summer weather. The mills, however, 
have been running steadily with water conditions holding up and 
labor troubles gradually decreasing. In the Middle West conditions 
are somewhat better. A keen demand exists for the finer grades, 
with a bright outlook for future business. Among the jobbers in 
the larger cities, business is holding up remarkably well and 
the records of last year are being equaled. One correspond- 
ent writes: “Taking into consideration that this is a political 
year, and further, that strikes directly affecting the paper 
industry have been in progress for some time, it is a matter 
of surprise that trade should hold up so well.” Reports 
from the other side of the Canadian border reflect a better aspect 
than on this side. The market there for both paper and pulp of 
all grades is quite strong, and despite the car shortages which 
have affected other branches of trade, paper manufacturers report 
no difficulty in the prompt fulfillment of their orders. Reports of 
correspondents of THE JourNAL follow: 


A QUIET MOVEMENT 


Western Massachusetts Office Paper Trape JouRNAL, 
Hotyoke, Mass., June 4, 1912. 


There has been little development at this centre the past week, 
but. conditions, as far as the manufacturing end is concerned, are 
good, the water holding up well and labor matters being less excit- 
ing, with the mills running steadily. Buying, however, has been 
inclined to lag, which may -have been due to the holiday breaking 
up the week, but it is likely that with the new month this condition 
will show improvement. 


BUSINESS FALLS OFF 


New England Office Paper Travz Journat, 
Arco Building, 127 Federal Street, 
Boston, Mass., June 4, 1912. 


As usual with the closing days of the month there was a decline 
in the volume of business done by the jobbing interests of this 
section, which decline was materially aided by the fact that a 
holiday interrupted business. With the approach of the dull sum- 
mer season there is evident a disquieting tone to trade, attributable 
largely to the advance in prices on high grade papers, which has 
caused the consumers to do considerable marketing before placing 
their orders. Though the advance in prices is confined largely 
to high grade papers, the mills report having a fair volume of 
orders on hand, and in several instances have stated that business 
has increased since the first of the year. The demand for book 
papers is only fair, while wrapping papers are moving with a good 
volume. The box board situation continues firm, with a number 
of the mills of this section well supplied with orders, though there 
is an apparent effort to “bear” the market on these grades, yet the 
situation is better than it has been for a number of years. 

There is threatening a street railway strike in this city which, 
if it starts, will be a bitter struggle between the opposing forces 
and will only tend to further upset business conditions, which have 
greatly suffered since the first of the year on account of the trouble 
with the Industrial Workers of the World. 


MARKET STRONG AND ACTIVE 


S. Dearborn 
. : Curcaco, June 3, 1912, 
Business is holding well up with the record of last year, and the 


total volume is perhaps larger than then. When it is taken into 
consideration that this is a political year, and, further, that strikes 
directly affecting the paper business have been in progress for some 
time, it is a matter of surprise that trade should hold up so well, 
and it conclusively proves that the foundation of business is solid 
There has been a larger movement of print paper, due to Outside 
demands and the resumption of regular editions by the daily papers, 
While a raise in price is hinted, none has thus far been announced 
on print. Writing, bond, ledger and book stocks have been moving 
up to expectations. New rules announced on double coated book 
makes weight change on the basis of a raise from 65 pounds classi- 
fication to 70 pounds, and on single coated from 55 to 60 pounds, 
On special making orders the differential has been raised from 
% to % cent. Wrapping paper is in fair demand. The straw board 
and combination board situation is unchanged, with the volume of 
business heavier than last year. Less of the commoner grades of 
old paper stocks are being received, and slightly higher prices are 
being asked for them. There are no accumulations. 


SUMMER DULLNESS 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

PHILADELPHIA, June 4,-1912—The summer dullnes has appeared 
already and the jobbers are all quiet, and in view of the torrid 
wave are not entirely dissatisfied that there is no greater activity, 
Prices continue to be firmly held at the recent advance. It is not 
the price question that has kept business slow, but rather the 
uncertainty as to the political future and consequent lack of con- 
fidence and also the unseasonably hot weather. 


A KEEN DEMAND 

Dayton, Ohio, June 3, 1912.—The demand for the better grades 
of papers has been keen during the week, and the consumption 
fully up to expectations. The business outlook is growing brighter 
with the partial adjustment of the political situation and the more 
hopeful reports on crop conditions. 

Printers are registering vigorous objection to the new wrapping 
charges imposed by some manufacturers and dealers, but in the 
main the recent advance in book papers and kindred grades has 
been received by the wholesale and retail trade uncomplainingly. 


BUSINESS GONDITIONS UNGHANGED 


AppLeton, Wis., June 3, 1912.—The past week has developed no 
particular change in business. The Chicago strike situation seems 
slowly to be clarifying, although print mills are still aware of the 
fact that shipments to Chicago have not resumed their former 
size. Newspaper publishers apparently are winning out in their 
strife with pressmen and allied unions, however, inasmuch as the 
papers have almost resumed their normal size and are being pub- 
lished on schedule hours again. 

“I don’t look for any material change in the volume of business 
now until the vacation season sets in, which will begin in about 
three weeks and continue for from six to eight weeks,” said one 
leading manufacturer to your representative a couple of days ago. 
“Orders with us are fairly free, and we have enough business i 
sight to keep moving along at a good jog until the customary slack 
season sets in,” he concluded. 


A GOOD MARKET 
Orrawa, Canada, June 4, 1912.—The Ottawa River is higher than 
it has been for two years, and is somewhat retarding the manu- 
facture of paper in the local mills; all-of which are to some extent 
affected. The rainfall in the month of May was phenomenal, 
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Eastern Manufacturing Co., Bangor, Me.

A GOOD OUTLOOK 

MontTreaL, Canada, June 3, 1912.—“The outlook for all kinds of 
pulp and paper, with the exception of ground wood, was never 
better in the history of the industry,” was the statement made by 
a leading manufacturer to your correspondent this week. He 
then added: 

“There is even an improvement over the conditions of a few 
weeks ago. Paper is very strong. Even the new mills are getting 
$38 for their product, and are showing a disposition to keep up 
the prices. I do not think that even with the increased output 
there will be any slump, but, on the other hand, everything 
indicates higher levels. Everybody in the trade is so busy that 
they have all they can do and are never worried about orders or 
prices, as both.are very satisfactory. The only commodity which 
is easy is ground wood. This has been manufactured quite freely, 
owing to the good water supply, and as a result the supplies are 
somewhat in excess of the demand.” 





GOOD ALL ROUND DEMAND 


Torzonto, Canada, June 3, 1912.—“B” manilas are selling here at 
$2.75, which represents an advance of so cents over the price 
obtained one year ago. The demand is said to be excellent, and 
in spite of the presence of plenty of kraft, the product holds its 
place in the estimation of ordinary users. The list price on paper 
bags has advanced recently. The discount stands at 60 per cent., 
which ise considerably better than six months back, when it was 
60, plus to and 5. Fibre papers are up to 3% cents, and are selling 
well. The book and writing mills have now come into their harvest 
of business. One of the largest Ontario mills in this line stated 
to your.correspondent that the general increase in business all over 
Canada, with the consequent demands on book and writing stocks, 
had filled up their order books for months to come. News mills 
are running full, and the activity in this branch gives no sign of 
discontinuing. Some ground wood is finding its way across the 
border, but little besides what was on contract. In general the 
pulp makers here are waiting for “something to happen” before 
they commence shipping.

THE SGANDINAVIAN MARKET 

Mercator, under date of Helsingfors, May 10, publishes the fol- 
lowing: 

“The market for mechanical pulp continues quiet, and, although 
there cannot said to be an overproduction, it still appears to be 
difficult to keep prices at their old level. For bleached mechanical 
there seems to be quite a number of inquiries. out, and the stocks 
being very small, the prices ought to keep well. 

“For Swedish dry mechanical pulp very good prices are named, 
and Gothenburg sellers are quoting as high figures as kr. 75— 
f. o, b. 

“The chemical market is without change, and prices appear to 
be on the rise. We are informed that for Swedish strong sulphite 
as much as £7.10 to £7.17.6 c. i. f. has been obtained. 

“From Silesia come reports of the levels of the rivers having 
sunk quite considerably, and in consequence work has already 
been retarded a good deal. 

“The English market has kept very reserved both as regards 
mechanical and chemical. Nevertheless, the prospects of a large 
consumption of all kinds of pulp in a near future are becoming 
more definite for every day that passes.”

GANADIAN NEWS 


No Ill Effects Feared in Canada as Result of the Action of the 
Senate on the “Reciprocity” Act—Boundary Discussion 
Based on Timber Rights of Quebec and Newfoundland— 
English Manufacturers Buy Canadian Pulp—Canal 
Accidents and Device to Obviate Same—A Super- 

abundance of Water—Laurier Still for Reciprocity,

Ortawa, Ont., June 4, 1912—W. H. Rowley, general manager 
of the E. B. Eddy Company, one of the most important paper 
manufacturing firms in Canada, has been chosen by the council of 
the Board of Trade here as one of two representatives of Ottawa 
at the Congress of Chambers of Commerce, to be held in London, 
England, from June 11 to 19, inclusive. Mr. Rowley, who is 
president of the Canadian Manufacturers’ Association, is at present 
in New York. 





Quebec and Newfoundland Timber Rights 

Ottawa, Ont., June 4, 1912—During his visit to Canada Sir 
Ralph Williams, Governor of Newfoundland, had an interview 
with Sir Lomer Gouin, Premier of Quebec, relative to the deter- 
mination of Quebec’s new boundaries and those of Labrador, which 
latter province is administered by Newfoundland. The question 
of mew boundaries is a matter which it is desirable to settle as 
quickly as possible, in view of the fact that Newfoundland pro- 
moters are putting timber and pulp wood propositions on the Lon- 
don and American markets, and many of the limits which they 
have for sale are in debatable territory. Sir Lomer stated that it 
was more than probable that when the courts rendered judgment 
it would be found that many of the purchasers were unable to 
establish their claim to the limits, as much of the Labrador land 
would be ruled within the jurisdiction of Quebec and not of 
Newfoundland. 





Establishing Forest Reserves 

Ortawa, Ont., June 4, 1912.—The forestry branch of the Interior 
Department is spending a great deal of money this summer organ- 
izing the new 13,000,000 acre forest reserve on the eastern slope of 
the Rockies. Trails will be laid out, and elaborate preparations 
made to insure against the ravages of forest fires. The Director 
of Forestry, R. H. Campbell, is arranging to send out a number 
of survey parties through the West for the purpose of locating 
new forest reserves. One party will work in southeastern and 
another in northern Manitoba; a third will go north from Prince 
Albert to the Big River district; a fourth will work from Battle- 
ford toward the Big River survey, and a fifth will explore the 
country south of Lesser Slave Lake, 





Canadian Agents on Norway Situation 

Ortawa, Ont., June 4, 1912—C. E. Sontum, Canada’s commet- 
cial agent at Christiania, Norway, has the following to say with 
regard to the paper and pulp industry in Norway and Sweden in a 
recent letter to the Trade and Commerce Department here: 

“Many of the Norwegian mechanical pulp mills have not only 
not had anything to sell for prompt delivery during the winter 
months, but have been unable to deliver what they had previously 
sold. These mills have consequently been out of the market since 
the autumn, and none of the mills which have been better situated 
with regard to water have had large unsold quantities for winter 
delivery. Hence the market has appeared for weeks or months 
to be quite inactive. It may be, however, that the winter sales, 
although individually small, have reached in the aggregate 4 fairly 
respectable quantity.

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chanical pulp in the closing week of last year have been proved 
by the experience of the first quarter of the current year to have 
been excessive. The paper makers have been able to hold back 
without buying much longer than was anticipated, and the pulp 
makers had finally to give way. Prices have, however, fallen more 
than was necessary. The reaction seems at last to have spent its 
force, and the market is at this moment quivering in the balance. 

“The great heat of the past few weeks has caused a rapid filling 
of the Norwegian rivers, and all the mills are now running with 
full power. The summer commences with small stocks of mechani- 
cal, both in Scandinavia and the consuming countries, and it is the 
impression that the full output will be needed.” 





English Gontracts for Ganadian Pulp 

Ortawa, Ont., June 4, 1912.—That many contracts for wood pulp 
have been completed by British importers, and that this should 
have the effect of more export of Canadian wood pulp to the 
United Kingdom at better prices than the British trade have been 
offering in the past are opinions expressed by W. J. Egan, Canadian 
Trade Commissioner at Manchester, England, in a report received 
at the Department of Trade and Commerce here. 

Mr. Egan states that an interesting arrival at Manchester during 
the past month was a cargo of wood pulp weighing 3,400 tons and 
totalling 32,823 bales from Halifax, N. S. There were many con- 
signments from other countries during the month, but this was 
the largest. The shipment was divided into three separate lots of 
3,000, 900 and 500 tons each to three different paper manufacturers 
in the immediate vicinity of Manchester. To his report Mr. Egan 
appends a list of firms importing wood pulp into the United King- 
dom during the year 1911, with statistics showing quantities and 
values for the same period. The figures include both chemical 
and mechanical, and the values are given in pounds.

Duty Would Not Hamper Canadian Trade 

Orrawa, Ont., June 4, 1912—The opinion expressed locally is 
that the action of the United States Senate in placing an import 
duty of $2 a ton on news print from Canada will not to any extent 
hamper Canadian trade, as the United States must have paper from 
Canada regardless of the duty. 

J. Fred Booth, who has charge of the paper end of the big 
Booth mills here, seen by a representative of THe Paper Trane 
JouRNAL, said it was as yet impossible to say how the new legisla- 
tion would affect the Ottawa manufacturers of paper. Application 
would be made to the American Consul General here to find out 
exactly its significance. 

“If it is true that paper made from wood cut on private lands is 
still on the free list,” declared Mr, Booth, “the duty on paper made 
from wood cut on Crown lands will not be a very serious thing to 
us. Most of the wood used by our firm in the manufacture of 
paper is from private limits, and is bought by us from the owners.” 





New Publishing Concerns 

Orrawa, Ont., June 4, 1912.—The incorporation under Dominion 
Government charter of two new publishing companies is announced 
here. One is the Standard Advertising Company, Limited, of 
Montreal, with a capital of $50,000, divided into 500 shares of $100 
each. Among the powers are those of printing, publishing, circu- 
lating, binding and selling newspapers, magazines, etc. The incor- 
porators are J. Wesley Blair, F. J, Laverty, James Dunlop, Stanley 
Ross and John B. Henderson, all of Montreal. 

The other company is the Montreal Financial Times Publishing 
Company, Limited, with a capital of $100,000, divided into 1,000 
shares of $100 each.

Toronto, Ont., June 3, 1912—From statements made to your 
correspondent by the owners of news mills in Ontario, there 1s 
very little sleep lost over the proposed action of the United States 
Senate respecting a return of the duty on paper. The vice presi- 
dent of one of the largest Canadian mills said this: 

“I really have given the matter very little worry. I understand, 
however, that we are liable to face a duty of $2 a ton on our 
exportations from Canada south of the border. Well, what of it? 
I scarcely expect to see our exports cut down half a ton, no matter 
what is done by the Senate. They must have our paper over there, 
and you can rest assured the duty will not go beyond a point where 
we are able to counteract it with our cheaper means of production.”

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“Do you look for any curtailment in the construction of news 
print mills in Canada?” 

“Not at all likely. No business man in the paper line who under- 
stands the situation in the States today would refuse to take 
Canadian paper mill stock at a premium, even under threats of 
restoring the tax on imported paper.” 

Another paper man told your correspondent that he did not 
believe the trade returns a year hence would shown any perceptible 
decrease owing to any such action as the committee of the Senate 
had endorsed. It is certainly true that the mill men here who 
would be affected by any really substantial barrier along the 
border are inclined to treat the “danger” lightly. 





An Unexpected Volume of Water 

Toronto, Ont., June 3, 1912.—Reports from most of the Ontario 
mills which are linked with water powers state that there has 
been an altogether unexpected volume of water this spring. In 
some cases slight damage was done to the dams, but emergencies 
like those of recent weeks have been pretty well guarded against. 
There was an extra pressure of water in the Spanish River, but 
the paper company of that name was well protected by the natural 
formation of the river banks and escaped any injury. 





New Mill Soon to Start 
Toronto, Ont., June 3, 1912——Work will shortly be commenced 
on the new mills of the Eganville Pulp Milling and Manufacturing 
Company, of the village of Eganville, Ont., organized by local 
residents and capitalized at $225,000. The company has some pulp 
wood holdings and proposes to engage in all branches of manu- 
facture pertaining to wood and its products. 





Will Assume Management of Swanson Mill 
Toronto, Ont., June 3, 1912.—According to the agreement entered 
into by the bondholders of the Swanson Bay Forests, Wood Pulp 
and Lumber Mills, Ltd., the firm of Evans, Coleman & Evans, Ltd., 
will shortly assume the management of the Swanson Bay concern. 





Accident to Gornwall Canal 
Toronto, Ont., June 3, 1912—A break in the Cornwall Canal, 
caused by the steamer Imperial, of Cleveland, smashing the gates, 
has somewhat inconvenienced the Toronto Paper Manufacturing 
Company at Cornwall. Long lines of vessels are awaiting com- 
pletion of repairs, and the freight business on the lakes has been 
seriously thrown out of gear by the unseasonable accident. 






Device to Obviate Ganal Accidents 

Toronto, Ont., June 3, 1912.—Accidents to Canadian canals have 
been the cause of much loss of money and time to pulp and paper 
mills depending on them for their water supply. At St. Catharines, 
Ont., a piano tuner has succeeded in obviating the danger from 
“runaway” steamers crashing through the gates by a simple device 
which received a thorough test last week on the Welland Canal. 
The accidental collision of a steel"steamer burst open the gates, but 
before any great harm could be done they were returned to their 
normal position by the working of the device. 





Installing Electric Logging Equipment 

Toronto, Ont., June 3, 1912.—That the uses of electricity are 
being adapted to the woods by logging companies working along 
the Pacific Coast was the statement of G. M. Cornwall, of Port- 
land, Ore., who is in Canada working up an interest in the Pacific 
Logging Congress, which is to be held in Tacoma on July 25, 
26 and 27. 

“Numerous companies in the Western States are installing elec- 
tric logging equipment in their camps this summer,” he said. “It 


was the Paterson Lumber Company, of Vancouver, 
electrical logging its first impetus. 

“The universities in the States of Montana, Idaho, Oregon 
Washington and California are taking a very active interest in 
forestry matters. The State of Montana expects to endow a chair 
of logging engineering in the University of Montana. The State 
University of Washington is carrying on a splendid forestry de 
partment. The regents of the university have decided to equip 
a model logging camp on a tract of timber belonging to the uni. 
versity, with the view to educating their students in practical as 
well as theoretical forestry. The principal topics for discussion jn 
the forthcoming congress will be the utilization of electricity and 
oil burning apparatus in the woods.

Forest Fires 
MonTrEAL, Que., June 1, 1912.—Dispatches from St. Johns, New- 
foundland, state that forest fires are raging over large areas of 
the pulp limits of the Albert Reid Company. In one section the 
telegraph poles have been burned and the lines are down. Several 
small villages are in the path of the flames. 





Still Believes in Reciprocity 

MontTREAL, Que., June 3, 1912.—At a banquet tendered Sir Wil- 
fred Laurier in Montreal on Wednesday, May 29, the ex-Premier 
boldly stated that reciprocity was not dead, despite its defeat last 
September. He declared that he stood now where he stood then, 
and still believes that closer trade relations between Canada and 
the United States would be beneficial to both countries. This 
statement of the Liberal leader has revived interest in the question 
and indicates that the next general elections will be fought out 
along reciprocity lines. Just how it will effect pulp and paper is 
a difficult matter to say, but as these commodities are now running 
the tariff gauntlet in the United States it is only reasonable to 
expect that they will become live issues in Canada as well. 





Too Much Water 

MontTREAL, Que., June 1, 1912.—Reports from various parts of 
the Province state that there is an abundant supply of water in all 
the streams. Some lumbermen and pulp manufacturers are com- 
plaining that there is too much water and that their logs are being 
carried away out on the banks of the streams, where they will 
probably be left when the water recedes. The country has been 
having a lot of heavy rains during the past few weeks, and as a 
result the streams are all overflowing. This will insure a good 
supply of water until well on into the summer. 





Watching Course of Tariff Events 
MonTrEAL, Que., June 1, 1912—The United States Senate's 
discussion of the pulp and paper schedule has put the Canadian 


pulp and paper men on the “qui vive.” Local manufacturers are 
following every phase of the discussion, but at the time of writing 
developments are not complete enough to warrant any conclusions 
being made. The general impression is that the discussion om 
paper, like that on the metal bill, is more or less a species of fire 
works by the United States Senators and that there will be little 
or no tampering with the schedule on paper and pulp. Dispatches 
received do not make it clear whether the $2 rate is to apply to 
paper from private lands or to any and all paper, no matter where 
it is cut. One manufacturer points out that Mr. Mann, the leader 
of the Congressional Committee on Paper Schedules, recommends 
a duty of $2 per ton on paper, but the Payne-Aldridge schedule 
increased the rate to $3.75 on certain kinds of paper. This manu- 
facturer is of the opinion that the $2 rate will apply to wood cut 
from private lands, while the higher rate will apply to wood cut 
from Crown lands. However, there is more or less vagueness at 
the present time in regard to the matter.

FROM BLACK RIVER 


Manufacturers Express Gratification at the Senate’s Action 
Toward Repealing ‘Reciprocity’ Act—Protest Against 
Advance in Rates by Canadian Roads—High Water 

Causes Damage—Shift in Managers—Railway Spur 
for Bagley & Sewall Plant—DMill Advances Wages. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Watertown, N. Y., June 3, 1912.—The bill passed by the United 
States Senate last week repealing the Canadian Reciprocity act of 
a year ago, which placed pulp and paper on the free list, and 
placing a duty on news print from all foreign countries to the 
extent of $2 a ton, was received with much approbation by the 
pulp and paper manufacturers of this city and of northern New 
York. The paper manufacturing interests in this section have 
been fighting this free pulp and paper situation since the bill was 
passed last year, and the fact that the trade in this section has 
been making a strenuous fight against President Taft for renomi- 
nation has been a factor in the recent attempt to rectify the wrong 
done the industry in this section. Prior to the reciprocity act, the 
duty was $3.75 per ton, but the manufacturers will be pleased to 
be protected by a $2 a ton duty, even though the report of the 
tariff board shows that there is a difference in the cost of manu- 
facture in favor of Canada of $5.35 a ton. 

It is recognized that before the bill becomes effective it will 
have to be passed by the House of Representatives, and on ac- 
count of the marked Democratic majority here it is believed the 
fight will centre in the House. Congressman L. W. Mott, of this 
district, states that a strenuous fight is being waged to bring about 
the passage of the bill, including the $2 per ton duty. 

In speaking of the action of the Senate, Mayor F. M. Hugo, of 
this city, connected with the management of the Remington- 
Martin group of mills, one of the largest in the country, said: “I 
am glad the Senate has begun to regain its sanity. The adoption 
of Section 2, the paper and pulp schedule of the reciprocity act, 
making it effective, regardless of the ratification of the act by 
Canada, was a most unjust and unfair measure, because of the 
fact that the news print industry was singled out to be the goat, 
and the tariff was not altered on any other commodity. With the 
prices of labor and all materials that go into the manufacture of 
paper constantly increasing, and Canadian paper manufactured 
almost $5.50 per ton cheaper than it can be made in this country, 
coming in free of duty, a handicap was placed on American news 
print manufacturers which meant ruin to some of them.” 

Asked if the restoration of the $2 duty would allay the talk 
among the news print manufacturers of increasing the selling price 
on the finished product 10 per cent., Mayor Hugo said: “I have 
not yet heard any talk of increasing the price, outside of what 
was in the newspapers.” 


Protest Against Increased Freight Rates 

Watertown, N. Y., June 3, 1912—Mayor F. M. Hugo, E. B. 
Sterling, James M. Sexsmith, Francis A. Summerville, of this 
city; James A, Outterson, of Carthage, and Edwin A. Merritt, of 
Potsdam, the committee appointed by the Paper and Pulp Manu- 
facturers’ Association of Northern New York, to attend the hear- 
ing at Montreal and protest against the decision of the Canadian 
roalroads to increase their freight rates on pulp wood, visited the 
Canadian city last week and presented a vigorous line of argument 
in behalf of the interests of the association. 


The hearing was held in the offices of the Grand Trunk Railroad 


before the general freight agents of the Canadian Pacific, Grand 
Trunk, Intercolonial and Canadian Northern railroads, which 
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companies have decided that on accotint of the increase in their 
running expenses during the past few months it would be neces- 
sary to increase the rates on wood pulp and pulp wood, 

On account of the fact that this proposed increase in freight 
rates would mean thousands of dollars expense to the manufac 
turers in this section who draw wood from Canadian forests, this 
committee from the local association, together with representatives 
of pulp and paper mills throughout New York and parts of New 
England, appeared to enter strenuous protest. 

Assemblyman E, A. Merritt and Mayor F. M. Hugo spoke for 
the northern New York association delegation, arguing that the 
proposed advance in rate was unfair, unjust and inequitable to 
single out the pulp wood industry for an advance in rates and not 
raise the rates on other commodities. They argued that if an 
increase = be made it should be made general on all com. 
modities. o decision from the roads is expected before August 
1, and should the increase be put into effect it would become oper. 
ative on September 1. 





Damaged by High Water 


Watertown, N. Y., June 3, 1912—The unprecedented rainfall 
of the past few weeks in this section has caused some trouble to 
mill owners along the rivers. The spring conditions were not 
repeated, but while none of the mills were forced down on account 
of the flood, some difficulties have been experienced. 

The Aldrich Paper Company plant at Emeryville was closed down 
last Saturday on account of the breaking of a shafting. The man- 
ager had decided to close for a few days on account of the high 
water, when the break came. The shafting was quickly repaired, 
but the plant will not open until Tuesday. While the water is not 
too high, it is in a very muddy condition on acount of the débris 
being carried. 

The flood in De Grasse River has caused a loss of about $8,000 
to the De Grasse Paper Company. Last Friday about 700 cords of 
pulp wood broke through the boom at the mill at Pyrites and floated 
down the river. A boom at Canton, about five miles below, has 
held the wood in check, but it is feared this may break and give 
the logs a clear passage to the St. Lawrence river. It may be pos- 
sible to recover a large part of the wood in case this boom holds. 

The mill owners are receiving some solace in the fact that with 
this enormous supply of water in the streams, and the thoroughly 
saturated condition of the ground in the Adirondacks, there should 
not be the serious trouble with low water this year that has caused 
such extended shutdowns other seasons. 





Changes of Management , 

Watertown, N. Y., June 3, 1912.—F. A. Rogers, who fc= several 
years has been the secretary of the Watertown Light and Power 
Company, last week assumed his new duties as general manager 
of the company, succeeding John I. Mange, who has left to assume 
the general managership of the six or eight light, heat and power 
plants in the vicinity of Ithaca and northern Pennsylvania con- 
trolled by J. G. White & Co., of New York City. It is probable 
that Mr. Rogers will also continue his duties as secretary of the 
local company. 

Before leaving the city Mr. Mange was tendered a dinner at 
the Black River Valley Club by the foremen of the different de- 
partments of the company. There were twenty-two foremen and 
officers present. C. C. Burns, president of the company, acted as 
toastmaster, and in behalf of the 150 employees of the company 
presented Mr. Mange with a valuable diamond ring. Those re 
sponding to toasts were: J. B. Taylor, treasurer of the company; 
S. L. George, a director; G. A. Dunn, F, A. Rogers, J. I. Mange, 
S. H. Magee and William Rolfe. 

Mr. Mange will have his headquarters at Ithaca.

Progress on Bayley & Sewall Plant 

Watertown, N. Y., June 3, 1912—The spur from the New 
York Central tracks to the Bayley & Sewall Company’s new addi- 
tion, which is to be erected this summer, has just been completed, 
and the eight or ten carloads of steel which have been on hand for 
some time are rapidly being moved to the plant. The foundation 
for the new addition has been practically completed, and some 
materials have already been hauled to the structure by teams. 
The large quantity of steel already received could not be effi- 
ciently handled until the railroad spur was completed. Now that 
transportation facilities are completed, the management is hustling 
the work of construction and by August first it is expected the 
building will be completed. 


Increased Wages 

Watertown, N. Y., June 3, 1912.—Beginning June 1, the em- 
ployees-of the lower wage class of the Dexter Sulphite, Pulp and 
Paper Company, of Dexter, N. Y., in both the sulphite mill and the 
paper mill, were given an increase in pay amounting to about ten 
per cent. per day. This increase effects the employees of this class 
in all departments and means that where the employee was receiv- 
ing $1.50, he now gets $1.60, and where he was receiving $1.65, he 
now gets $1.75 per day. 

At the offices of the company, in speaking of the advance, Mr. 
Campbell stated that it is really a restoration of the wage schedule 
that was in effect prior to the depression of 1907, but otherwise 


there is nothing to justify the advance “except our hopes in 
Teddy.” 





Superintendent Augsbury Meets With Accident 

Watertown, N. Y., June 3, 1912.—Superintendent Augsbury, of 
the DeGrasse Paper Company, owners of the paper mills at 
Pyrites, met with an accident last week while driving on the 
State road between Canton and Ogdensburg in his automobile. He 
was attempting to pass another car on a sharp bend when his ma- 
chine slipped from the road into the ditch. While the car was 
badly damaged, Mr. Augsbury escaped serious injury. 





Plant Closed by Broken Flume 


Watertown, N. Y., June 3, 1912.—A portion of the flume at the 
Aldrich Paper Company mill at Natural Dam went out in the 
high water last week.. The break has proved more serious than 
was at first thought. The break, which is 16 feet in length, has 
eventually closed down the entire plant. It will be a few days 
before operations can again be resumed.

Suit for Malpractice 


Dayton, Ohio, June 3, 1912.—Suit for $10,000 damages has been 
brought against Dr. C. T. Shepherd, who is charged with mal- 
practice and gross negligence by Emma May, administratrix of the 
estate of her husband, Joshua B. May, who was injured June 9, 
1912, at the plant of the A2tna Paper Company, where he was em- 
ployed as a millwright. 

The petition avers that Dr. Shepherd failed to realize the serious- 
ness of May’s injuries and prescribed headache powders when the 
victim of the accident was suffering from a fractured skull, which 
resulted in his death. 





The Manufacturers’ Association Meeting 


Dayton, Ohio, June 3, 1912.—John Kirby, Jr., has returned to 
Dayton from New York, where he was re-elected president of the 
National Association of Manufacturers, which organization he has 
faithfully represented for many years. The meeting was a notable 
one in many respects and was well attended by Miami Valley 
manufacturers. Among the subjects discussed were the national 
eight hour bill, which also authorizes the postal authorities to 
affiliate with labor organizations; the Clayton bill, providing trial 
by jury in certain contempt cases, and the employers’ liability and 
workmen’s compensation act. 


Oppose Friend Reorganization Plan 


Dayton, Ohio, June 3, 1912.—Opposition to the proposed reor- 
ganization plans of the Friend Paper Company was voiced today 
at a meeting of creditors in the office of Common Pleas Judge 
Brown, before whom application had been made to bring the matter 
of the sale of the plant to a successful completion. 

On the report of Receiver W. W. Sunderland and N, J. Catrow, 
chairman of the creditors’ committee, a proposition from Hayden, 
Miller & Co. and Rhodes & Co., bankers, of Cleveland and New 
York, respectively, it was proposed to accept their offer to issue 
bonds, discharge the indebtedness and furnish new capital for the 
big paper plant, which is located at West Carrollton. 

However, when the matter came up for consideration today 
Attorney John A. McMahon, of this city, and Attorney Chas. W. 
Baker, of Cincinnati, both representing Queen City creditors, ex- 
pressed a desire to submit bids for the plant, and requested a 
delay of sixty days’ time in which to complete their plans. Judge 
Brown granted the request and set the case down for hearing on 
June 18, when the new proposition will be submitted. 

Those present at the hearing here were J. H. Friend, who holds 
a claim of $1,000,000; E. P. Matthews, of this city, representing 
the Burgess Sulphite Company, of Portland, Me., whose claim 
amounts to $100,000; Oscar M. Gottschall, attorney, of Dayton, 
representing the receiver and trustee, and Messrs. McMahon and 
Baker. 

The application to make Chairman Catrow, of the creditors’ com- 
mittee, a party defendant was granted, the mortgage having be- 
come due on April 2, and he was given leave to file an intervening 
petition for the foreclosure of the mortgage. 





LAWRENCE (MASS.) ITEMS 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

All of the paper and coating mills in this city shut down for 
twenty-four hours on Thursday, Memorial Day, resuming opera- 
tions on Friday morning. 

David F, Cheeny, yard superintendent of the Champion-Interng. 
tional Paper Company, was officer of the day for General Lawton 
Post, G. A. R., on Decoration. Day. He is also a veteran paper 
maker, having held his present position for forty-five years, 

The Munroe Felt and Paper Company is making a new grade 
of cloth paper for a concern in Newburyport, Mass. The paper is 
made from high grade sulphite shipped in rolls to the factory, 
where it is covered with cotton and cut into strips one-eighth and 
one-quarter inch wide. It is then spun and woven the same as 
yarn and made into a cloth suitable for buckram, bagging, cloth 
linings or extra strong cement bags. 

The United Boxboard Company, of Haverhill, Mass., has 
granted an increase of wages to all of the unskilled employees at 
the Bradford mill. The skilled help at this mill did not receive 
an increase. 

The machinists. of this city are making an effort to establish an 
eight-hour day. As several firms have granted eight hours in 
shops where paper machinery is made, there is a desire to place 
the shops here that make that kind of machinery on the same basis, 
The machinists here work nine hours per day with Saturday after- 
noon off. The machinists include those employed in the paper mills, 

The I. W. W. members have started another strike at the mills 
of the American Woolen Company. About 1,000 went out because 
some of the men employed in one of the rooms would not join 
the union. This company has certainly had more than its share 
of trouble from this class of help. 

The recent eight-hour law enacted by the United States Senate 
relative to factories where Government orders are made will affect 


one large mill in this city unless the orders are cancelled, which is 
likely. 


Voluntary Petition in Bankruptcy 


Through its president, Carlton H. Marshall, of Utica, N. Y., the 
Frankfort Paper Company, of Frankfort, filed a voluntary peti- 
tion in bankruptcy in the United States District Court last week. 
There are liabilities to the extent of $60,325.16 and assets of $59,- 
033.84. The schedules show the following items: Wages due em- 
ployees, $375.74; claims secured, $10,000; claims unsecured, $58- 
049.42; bills and notes that ought to be paid by other parties, $900; 
real estate, $30,000; stock in trade, $7,349.70; personal property, 
$20,000, and debts due petitioner on open accounts, $1,638.14 
Carlton H. Marshall was appointed receiver and placed under 
$15,000 bonds. He was also ordered to continue the business for 
thirty days. 

Among the creditors are: Foster Box Board Company, $238.01; 
Canadian Oil Company, $100.59; C. C. Kellogg & Sons Company, 
$222; James H. Merwin, $186.31; Charles Millar & Sons Company, 
$224.65; Millspaugh & Green, $430.50; C. H. Marshall, $6,460.80; 
George F. Weaver, $293.48; Wicks, Hughes Company, $2,150.71; 
C. H. Marshall, $2,675; W. Wallace, $175; J. W. Street, $350; 
G. A. Armstrong, $500; F. L. Luce, $500, with F. L. Luce and C. H. 
Marshall jointly $500. 


The company was organized about one year ago, but has only 
been in active operation since January 1. About $100,000 was 
used in fitting up the property, and the firm is now operating at 4 
profit. It was necessary, however, to spend more than the capital 
in outfitting the mill to operate, and it is this that has caused the 
present difficulty. It is expected that the receivership will be only 
temporary, and that a plan of reorganization will be made very 


soon,

Rag Room Strikers Return to Work—Paper Men on Board of 
Mechanics Savings Bank—Balance Sheet of Franklin Paper 
Company—Of Matrimonial Interes-—Three Tours for 
South Hadley Mills—Trade Union -Events—Baseball 
Schedule. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Hotyoxe, Mass., June 4, 1912—The rag sorters at the Mit- 
tineague Mills of the Strathmore Paper Company returned to work 
yesterday after a week’s idleness, due to their refusal to accept the 
sliding rate put into operation by the company. The strikers de- 
manded 25 cents per hundred pounds as a flat rate for sorting rags, 
and would not listen to the sliding rate; but after a week of dicker- 
ing and discussing, and after several interviews with the officials 
of the Strathmore Paper Company, at which every effort was made 
to educate the women and girls to the fairness and advantages of 
the sliding rate, the strikers decided to return to work without 
holding out for the flat rate demanded. 

It is confidently felt that the trouble from that quarter is now 
at an end, as the sliding rate worked out by the company is de- 
cidedly for the best interests of all concerned, and will result in 
better earnings for the girls when they co-operate with it instead 
of combating it, as they have done the past week.

Hotes of the Trade 


The Lackawanna Bridge Company, of Buffalo, has been awarded 
the contract for building the plant for the Ontario Pulp and Paper 
Company at Thorold, Ont. 

The Byron Weston Company, of Dalton, Mass., has issued a re- 
vised price list of their ledger and record paper. The revision, 
which took effect June 1, constitutes an advance in keeping with 
the general upward turn of the market. 

Certain Maine paper mills have contracted in New Brunswick 
for 50,000 cords of rossed pulp wood, to be delivered on board at 
Dalhousie, N. B., and another point, and have chartered two 
steamers for that service. The first of the shipments is to be 
made early in May. The average cargo for steamer is 2,200 cords, 
and ten such cargoes were shipped from Dalhousie to American 
mills in 191i. 

The upper stories of the three story building of the Detroit 
Waste Paper Company, Detroit, Mich., were gutted last week by 
a fire that did $2,000 damage. The origin of the blaze is not 
known, but it is thought that. it may have started in the waste 
paper stored on the second floor. The fire broke out about 9.30 
p. m. 

The Louisville Paper Company last week sent a check for $75 
to Chief Lehan, of the Louisville Fire Department, as a reward 
for the good work of the firemen in fighting the fire that practi- 
cally destroyed the company’s plant April 20. Accompanying the 
check was a letter from the officials of the company, highly com- 
mending the members of the fire department. The check was 
deposited to the credit of the Firemen’s Pension Fund. : 

Judge C. B. Witmer made a decree in United States Court at 
York, Pa., last week restraining the York Haven Water and Power 
Company from depriving the York Haven Paper Company from 
a supply of water sufficient to operate its mills. The decree was 
given in an action in equity in which it was charged that when 
water is low the power company diverts the water in the Sus- 
quehanna and injures the plant of the paper company. Litigation 
between the two York Haven companies dates back a number of 
years. 

The Supreme Court of Pennsylvania has granted the petition 
of George C. Bayless, president, and F. M. Hamlin, superinten- 
dent of the Bayless Pulp and Paper Company, under indictment 
charged with involuntary manslaughter in connection with the 
disaster at Austin, Potter County, for a change of venue. The p2- 
titioners allege that it would be impossible for them to get a fair 
and unbiased trial in Potter County, owing to the inflamed condi- 
tion of the public mind:as a result of the accident. The court fixed 
Tioga County as the place fer the trial. | 

J. D. Tompkins, Valalie, N. Y., has sold to the Carthage Tissue 
Paper Mills an. undivided one-half interest in his patent No. 
668,068, which is a device whereby the wet sheet of paper is auto- 
matically conducted through the présses and delivered upon the 
first dryer The Carthage company has applied the. improvement 
to three of its-machines, and it is said to be effective, simple and 
economical. It does away with loss of time and broken paper 
between the presses and dryers, and requires little attention. The 
patent was originally taken out by J. D. Tompkins and W. D. 


Barnes, of Brainard, N. Y., jointly, in whose mills the improvement 


was employed for several years before they went out of business. 
Mr. Tompkins later purchased Mr. Barnes’ interest. 

W. R. Bliss has recently been appointed manager of the me- 
chanical goods department of the Goodyear Tire and Rubber Com- 
pany, Akron, Ohio. Mr. Bliss has had a long experience in me- 
chanical rubber goods, and for some years was employed at the 
Manhattan Rubber Manufacturing Company as traveling salesman 
out of the Cleveland branch, then for a number of years in the 
same-line he acted as special factory representative for the Dia- 
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mond Rubber Company through the Central and Southern § 
and afterward had charge of the mechanical goods department 
at its New York city branch. For three years he worked the New 
York city trade with considerable success for the Gutta Percha 
and Rubber Manufacturing Company. Mr. Bliss has the good 
wishes of his friends for his continued success. 


ews of the Mills 


The strike of a number of boys, and some men, at the M. &M. 
Paper Mill Company’s plant, Marinette, Wis., is over. A number 
of the striking employees returned one morning and most of the 
others who were out returned to their places the following day, and 
all departments of the mills were started again. The strike arose 
over a question of wages. 

The Versailles plant of the Eastern Strawboard Company was 
shut down last week and a new concrete floor laid in the machine 
room, the work being done almost wholly by the mill help, They 
will put a new floor of 3 inch plank in the beater room and around 
the Jordan engines, and are negotiating for a new set of cylinder 
vats, which they will install at an early date. 

John McHenna, the millwright who was injured at the Delaware 
mills of the Jessup & Moore Paper Company at Wilmington, Del, 
last week, is reported to be improving at the Homeopathic Hospital 
and there is said to be hope for his ultimate recovery. No bones 
are broken, but he is seriously injured internally, and his body is 
badly bruised. McHenna is fifty-three years old. He was caught 
on a revolving shaft and carried through space at terrific speed until 
the machinery was stopped. 

The mill of the Columbian Paper Company, Bristol, Va., has 
been undergoing some changes recently in the way of new equip- 
ment. The old digesters have given place to six riveted digesters 
made by the American Welding Company, Carbondale, Pa. The 
taking out of the old and the putting in of the new digesters, as well 
as the finishing of all the piping, including steam pipes, blow pipes, 
screens, etc., together with a great amount of other work, was 
accomplished in nineteen days’ time without a mishap. Samuel 
Brunner is the superintendent of the mill, and much credit is due 
him for the expeditious manner in which the work was done. 

The loss by the recent fire in the plant of the Androscoggin Pulp 
and Paper Company at South Windham, Conn., according to con- 
servative estimates will reach the figures first announced, $250,000. 
The loss includes the mill properties and the finished products. 
That portion of the mill not burned was in no way injured, and 
the manufacture of the mill’s products will be continued on a re 
duced scale. It is understood that nothing has been fully decided 
relative to rebuilding, but there is a general belief that another 
mill will be erected on the site of the one burned. The main 
structure of the mill was of reinforced concrete, and is in such 
shape that it can be rebuilt at a much less cost than the original 
building. 

The West Rock paper mill of the Joseph Parker & Son Company, 
Westville, Conn., is the first factory in that town to start an antl- 
tuberculosis society. At a recent meeting of the representatives of 
all the factories of New Haven it was decided to form these se 
cieties in all the shops of that city; the idea being that if any of 
the employees in the shop where the society is established should 
be stricken with the disease, the society would send the patient to 
some institution, and thus prevent the spread of the disease among 
the employees. The Parker mill, in forming such a society, elected 
their superintendent, T. P. Gogarty, as president, Miss Elizabeth 
Minor as secretary, and James Kellas as treasurer. It also elected 
their superintendent for the delegate to represent the mill at the 
next city convention, which will be held next week. It is vey 
likely that the rest of the Westville factories will follow the ex 
ample set by the Parker paper mill.

KataMazoo, Mich., June 3, 1912.—Kalamazoo’s newest paper 
mill, the Hawthorne Paper Company’s plant, is now completed 
and Wednesday or Thursday the machine will be started. The 
Hawthorne plant, which is one of the most modern in the city, 
has been under construction since last fall. 

The new machine is 96 inches, and was built by Rice, Barton 
& Fales. -The company will produce a tub size, loft dried paper, 
writing, bonds and ledger, only high grades being produced. 
About 150 men and women will be put to work when the ma- 
chine starts. 

The mill is located just east of the city, and within a short 
distance of the plant of the Kalamazoo Paper Company. Its 
water supply is furnished by a. large well of spring water. 

The west end of the mill contains the finishing department, 
being 56x200 feet, three stories high and a basement. The base- 
ment will be used for plater and stock rooms. The first floor 
will contain the office, calender and finishing rooms, and the 
second and third floors will be used for lofts. The machine 
room is connected with the main building, being 70x200 feet, and 
of sufficient size to accommodate two machines. The filters and 
settling basins are located in the basement. The beater room 
is 56x140, and is equipped with four beaters and three washers. 
There are seventeen dryers in the basement. The second story 
is used for the rag_room. 

The rotary room~is 48x48, and contains a Holyoke bleach 
boiler of 6 tons capacity. This room is adjoining the heater room. 

A 750 horse power Hamilton-Corliss, cross compound engine 
and three Wickes vertical boilers make up the main steam plant. 

When the product of this mill goes on the market, there will be 
only one grade of paper not produced in Kalamazoo, and that 
is print paper. 


Bear River Company Prospering 

KaLaMazoo, Mich., June 3, 1912—The Bear River Paper and 
Bag Company, of Petoskey, since resuming business about the Ist 
of March, has experienced exceptional prosperity. The company 
has received many large orders, and the plant is forced to work 
to its utmost capacity to take care of the business that comes to it. 
The Petoskey mill was closed down for nearly two years because 
of bankruptcy proceedings. 


Label Gompany Increases Capital 

KaLaMAzoo, Mich., June 3, 1912—The Kalamazoo Label Com- 
pany, which recently increased its capitalization from $5,000 to 
$15,000, has just started the erection of its new plant. The new 
building will be two stories high, 66x66, and made of brick. 
Since the organization of this company, its growth has been 
remarkable. Formerly there were but two or three people em- 
ployed by the concern. Now there are over twenty-five workers. 





Damage Suit for Injury Settled 
KaLaMAzoo, Mich., June 3, 1912.—The case of Harry Pell against 
the Hauser, Owen & Ames Contracting Company, of Grand Rap- 
ids, that was set for trial in the Allegan County Circuit Court, 
was settled outside of court for $1,000, it is said. Pell was in- 
jured last summer when the contracting company was making 
improvements at the plant of the Michigan Paper Company, of

Production and Shipments of News Print 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Wasuincton, D. C., May 31, 1912.—Advices received by the 
Bureau of Corporations show that the shipments of news print 
paper during the month of April, as reported to the commissioner 
by the American Paper and Pulp Association, were very heavy, 
reaching a total of 110,741 tons. This is an increase of 5,354 tons 
over March, and, with the exception of the returns for the month 
of November, 1911, is the heaviest movement for any month thus 
far reported. As the result of these heavy shipments, stocks de- 
creased from 27,638 tons at the end of March to 25,489 tons at the 
end of April. At the end of April, 1911, stocks on hand were 
31,734 tons, 

At the same time the reports show that the production of 107,132 
tons in April was far above the average. The month’s production 
was 98 per cent. of the computed “normal” or full capacity, and 
the shipments were ror per cent. of such computed normal. The 
returns cover the work of fifty companies. 

For other grades of paper the returns for the month of April 
show only very slight and unimportant changes from those for 
the month of March. A. F.T.

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Ten Months’ Imports 


On page 60 of this issue will be found in tabulated form the im- 
ports and exports of paper and its principal raw materials during 
the month of April and during the ten months ended April 30, 
1912, and comparisons with the corresponding periods of 1911 and 
1910. The results should be taken as a gratifying indication that 
notwithstanding some drawbacks, the paper industry as a whole 
has been more than holding its own. The quantities which are given 
in pounds we have for convenience sake translated into tons in 
many instances. During this period for 1911-12 the imports of print 
paper aggregated 49,319 tons, valued at $2,043,162, as compared 
with 42,154 tons, valued at $2,025,994 during the corresponding 
period of 1910-11, an increase of 7,165 tons and in value of $17,168. 
During the 1909-10 period the imports were 34,778 tons, valued at 
$1,445,368. The gain over two years ago was therefore 14,541 tons, 
and in value $597,704. 

Canada was easily the largest shipper. Her exports of paper 
to this country during the period under review were 45,729 tons, 
valued at $1,721,102, as compared with 44,174 tons, valued at $1,634,- 
362 during I910-11, and 33,083 tons, valued at $1,234,419, during 
1909-10. 
Europe have been insignificant. 


It will be seen therefore that the imports of paper from 


The total quantity of wood pulp imported into the United States 
during the ten month period referred to was 456,880 tons, valued 
at $12,035,539, as against 457,870 tons, valued at $11,608,881, in 
IQIO-11, and 356,623 tons, valued at $9,923,130, in 1909-10. 

Of this gross quantity Canada’s share during the respective 
periods was 200,270 tons valued at $4,025,634 during 1911-12, 243,- 
153 tons valued at $4,491,467 in I910-11, and 173,611 tons valued 
at $3,593,613 during 1909-10. Sweden came next with 103,715 tons 
valued at $2,957,043 in 1911-12, 62,285 tons valued at $1,835,050 in 
I9IO-11, and 44,059 tons valued at $1,342,769 in 1909-10. Norway 
was the third largest shipper with 69,305 tons valued at $2,384,441 
to her credit in 1911-12, 61,500 tons valued at $2,271,615 in 1910-11, 
and 49,849 tons valued at $1,894,084 in 1909-10. Germany’s contri- 
bution during the same periods was 61,946 tons valued at $2,111,974 
4n IQII-12, 67,179 tons valued at $2,341,293 in 1910-11, and 69,300 
tons valued at $2,431,289 in 1909-10. 

Of the wood pulp the total quantity of mechanically ground dur- 
ing the ten-month period of I9II-I2 was 189,672 tons valued at 
$3,091,908. The unit or average per ton price at the point of 
shipment was $16.30. During the corresponding period of 1910-11 
the imports of ground wood were 221,294 tons valued at $3,560,744, 
showing a decline of 31,622 tons and in value of $468,836. The 
price per ton at point of shipment this year averaged $16.09. 
During 1909-10 the imports were 133,461 tons valued at $2,135,444 


and the average price $16.50 per ton. There was less imported 


ae 
during this period compared with 1911-12 by 56,211 tons, and the 


price has advanced 30 cents per ton within two years. 

Of unbleached chemical pulp there were imported during the 
ten months under review in 1911-12 198,334 tons valued at $6,024, 
603, and the average price at point of shipment was $30.37 per ton, 
These figures compare with 171,957 tons valued at $5,243,145, at 
an average price per ton of $30.49 in 1910-11. The increase over a 
year ago was 26,367 tons, and in value $781,458. Going back to the 
1909-10 period the imports of unbleached pulp were 160,070 tons 
valued at $4,958,814, and the price then at point of shipment was 
$30.97 per ton. The increase over two years ago was 38,264 tons, 
and in value $1,065,780. 

Bleached chemical pulp during the period named, 1911-12, was 
imported to the extent of 68,873 tons valued at $2,919,028, and the 
average price at point of shipment was $42.38 per ton. This com- 
pares with 64,618 tons valued at $2,804,992 in 1910-11, and a unit 
average price of $43.40. The increased imports aggregated 4,255 
tons, and in value $114,036. During 1909-10 the imports were 
63,092 tons valued at $2,828,881, and the average price per ton was 
$44.83. The increase in the imports of bleached pulp within the 
two years was 5,781 tons, and in value $90,147. 
had decreased $2.45. 


The price per ton 


The imports of pulp wood show a falling off since 1910, par- 
ticularly of rough wood. During the ten months ended April 30, 
of that year, the total quantity of pulp wood, rough, peeled and 
rossed, aggregated 780,502 cords, valued at $4,934,523. The fol- 
lowing year, during the corresponding period, the imports of 
all grades fell to 698,099 cords, valued at $4,446,513. During 
the same period of the current year there were imported 705,108 
cords, valued at $4,556,608. There has been during the last three 
years a pronounced decline in the quantity of rough wood brought 
in as compared with peeled and rossed woods. During the ten 
months’ period of 1909-10, the imports of rough wood aggregated 
580,044 cords, valued at $3,740,907, and the average price per 
cord at point of shipment was $6.34. The following year the 
imports declined to 154,365 cords, valued at $866,481, and the 
average price fell to $5.61. There was a falling off as compared 
with the previous year of 435,579 cords, and in value of $2,874,516. 
During the ten months’ period of the current year the imports 
of rough wood still further decreased to 140,214 cords, valued 
at $760,235, and the average price was shaded to $5.42. 

The quantity of peeled wood brought jn during the last three 
years has increased quite materially. During the specified ten 
months of 1909-10, the imports were but $166,225, valued at 
$1,028,959, and the average per cord price was $6.19. The fol- 
lowing year the imports increased 186,252 cords, or to 352477 
cords, valued at $2,107,250, but the average price fell to $5.97. 
During the 1911-12 period the imports of peeled wood wefe 
376,190 cords, valued at $2,274,672, and the average price ad- 
vanced to $6.04. The figures show an increase of 23,713 cords 
and $167,422 over 1910-11, and 209,965 cords, and $1,124,713 over 
1909-10. 

Rossed wood has also become more popular since I9I0. Dur- 
ing the ten months’ period of 1909-10 there were imported only 
24,333 cords, valued at $164,367, or an average cost price at point 
of shipment of $6.75. The following year the imports increased 
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to 191,257 cords, valued at $1,472,782, and the cost price per cord 
advanced to an average of $7.70. There was a slight falling off in 
the quantity imported during 1911-12, but the price advanced and 
the total value of the shipments increased. The imports during 
the ten months ended April 30 were 188,704 cords, valued at $1,521,- 
§or, and the per cord price went up to an average of $8.06. The 
figures show a decline in the number of cords as compared with 
the previous year, of 2,553, but an increase in gross value of $49,- 
oi. Compared with the corresponding period of 1909-10 the im- 
ports increased 164,371 cords, and in value $1,357,434. 

There has been a fairly substantial increase in the quantity of 
rags (other than woolen) imported during the last two years, and 
the value has increased materially. This, as already explained, has 
been due to a scarcity of the domestic product, and an increased 
demand. During the ten months under review the imports aggre- 
gated 170,719,148 pounds, valued at $2,127,266, and the average 
price at point of shipment was 1.24 cents per pound, as compared 
with 148,198,040 pounds in 1910-11, valued at $1,877,270, and an 
average price of 1.26 cents per pound. The figures show an in- 
crease of 22,521,108 pounds, and in value of $249,906. In 1909-10 the 
imports were 153,249,547 pounds, valued at $1,791,804, and the aver- 
age per pound price was 1.17 cents. The increase of I9II-I2 over 
1909-10 was 17,469,601 pounds, and in value $335,462. 

Other paper stock was imported during the ten months under 
review of I9I1I-12 to the value of $2,504,357, as compared with 
$2,666,797 during the corresponding period of 1910-11, a decrease 
of $72,440. During the period of 1909-10 the imports were valued 
at $2,569,366. 


Live and Let Live 


When disagreements and misunderstandings arise between cer- 
tain branches of trade which are dependent upon each other to the 
extent that they could not exist without co-operation, the only sen- 
sible thing is to get together, straighten things out and compromise, 
if need be. In too many instances where buyers and sellers dis- 
agree, or the former think they have not been treated fairly, there 
has been a disposition to fight and to force issues to their liking, 
which, indeed, rarely succeed and which more often by far, lead 
to the undoing of the very ends sought, making the last state 
worse than the first. 

Certain publishers and master printers of Cincinnatti believed 
they had a grievance against the paper manufacturers because of 
a recent advance in the cost of paper, and they met at the Ben 
Franklin Club of that city to give vent to their feelings and to 
express their thoughts. But instead of ranting and giving way to 
Violent expressions and threatening dire vengeance and boycott, 
they said what they had to say and then listened to an address 
showing the other side of the story by Mr. Alexander Thomson, 
a son of the president of the Champion Coated Paper Company, 
of Hamilton, Ohio, and himself a practical paper man. An account 
of this meeting is printed elsewhere in this issue. 

There is nothing like getting together, expressing one’s views 
fearlessly and telling the truth. When producers and consumers 
meet to do this and are honest in their views, yet willing to be 


convinced, if need be, against their opinions, the industry and all 
Miterested in it are the gainers. 
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The meeting of the Ben Franklin Club was in the nature of a 
protest, and men went there with a personal grievance and a 
grudge against the manufacturers. It was not an altogether pleas-

ant situation for Mr. Thomson, and we admire his courage. 


printers left the hall they must have carried away an entirely dif- 
ferent feeling toward the manufacturers than they brought with 
them. 


They went to the meeting apparently convinced that they were 
being imposed on, and that if they did not vigorously fight the mill 
owners other increases, considered by them in the light of extor- 


tions, would follow. But they listened attentively to plain, unvar- 


nished facts and were enlightened on points of which they had had 


but hazy notions. It was explained to them that the increased cost 


of paper was due solely to economic conditions for which no 


individual or group of individuals was responsible. It was proved 


to them that the proper way of meeting the situation was not by 
fighting, but by adjusting their own prices to meet an unavoidable 
contingency. 

Not only did the speaker say what he was prepared to say, but 
he submitted to cross-examination, the most convincing proof that 


he was certain of his cause. His replies, prompt and to the point, 


no doubt dispelled many unjust suspicions, allayed distrust and 


strengthened trade relations between manufacturer and consumer.

California Paper and Board Mills Company Plans Further De- 
velopments—Lumberman to Manufacture Paper—New Ware- 
house for Zellerbach Company—State Printer Calls for 
Supplies—Boxboard Company Leases Mill—Pacific 
Coast News Items. 


San Francisco, May 29, 1912.—The California Paper & Board 
Mills Co., which recently took over the mill at Antioch, Cal., is 
rapidly completing plans for further development, and arrange- 
ments have been made for financing the work projected. The 
Paraffine Paint Company, which controls this organization, has 
added several stories to its building on First street, near Market, 
and the main office will shortly be moved from Battery and Cali- 
fornia streets to this building, where it will occupy an entire floor. 
At the mill, the old office building, machine shop and boiler house 
are being torn down to make room for new brick structures, and 
new machinery is on the way which ‘will increase the capacity by 
about twenty tons. Quite a lot of machinery is also being installed 
to facilitate handling the products, and the mill will be arranged to 
work with the minimum loss of time and effort. The variety of 


the products will be increased, and many specialties formerly 
bought from the Eastern mills will be made. 


Lumbermen to Build Paper Mill 

San Francisco, May 29, 1912.—C. A. Smith, one of the leading 
lumbermen of the Pacific Coast, whose principal mill is on Coos 
Bay, Ore., is just starting work on a paper mill in conjunction 
with the lumber plant. He has announced that he will be interested 
in this project with Hjelte and Rolf Nerdrum, recently of Finland, 
who have had considerable experience in the manufacture of pulp. 
The mill will represent an investment of $500,000 to $750,000, and 
will have a daily pulp capacity of 30 to 40 tons. The building will 
be 200x300 feet, three stories in height. The intention is to use 
slabs and waste from the sawmill as the raw material. 


Growth of Zellerbach Company 

San Francisco, May 29, 1912.—The continued growth of the 
Zellerbach Paper Company of this city is indicated by preparations 
for a new warehouse. In addition to its large building at Bat- 
tery and Jackson streets, this company already occupies another 
building on Battery street and conducts a large branch store on 
First street, near Mission. The new building will be on the com- 
pany’s property on Second street, and plans are being prepared by 
Architect S. Helman. It will be of brick, three stories and base- 
ment, and will cover a lot 255x128 feet. The interior will be 
especially designed for the convenient handling of paper, and 
special attention will be given to fire protection, fireproof doors and 
metal frames and sash being specified. It is estimated that the 
building will cost $80,000. 


A Prosperous Bag Business 

San Francisco, May 29, 1912.—F. L. Taylor, of the Taylor Paper 
Company, is giving most of his attention to bags at present. For 
several months past he has hardly been able to take care of the 
bag business offered with his present capacity, and is now building 
three new machines, all of which will be equipped with his new 
automatic printing device. Mr. Taylor has applied for a patent 
on a new novelty in the paper bag line (of which more will be 
said when the patent is issued, which he believes will find con- 
siderable demand. This company has introduced a number of 
novelties in the last few years and has done effective work to 
spread the use of paper containers for various classes of mer- 
chandise. 


Gall for Printers’ Supplies 

San Francisco, May 29, 1912.—F. W. Richardson, California State 
printer, has prepared schedules of paper supplies required by the 
State printing office for the fiscal year beginning July 1, and has 
called for bids to be opened June 12. He specifies that all bids 
must be based on samples of stock on file in the office of the State 
Board of Control, and must include delivery at the State printing 
office. The new schedule contains several grades of each kind of 
paper, where heretofore only one grade was used, and several 
kinds are different from those used in the old schedules. It is 
expected that there will be more competition for the State business 
than for several years past. 


Lease Mill to Boxboard Company

Luther Lindauer May Be Democratic Candidate for Governor 
—Bergstrom Company Seek to Make Extensions—Status of 
Wisconsin as a Timber State—Heavy Flow of Water— 
City Will Reconstruct Its Waterworks Plant. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

AppLeTon, Wis., June 3, 1912.—The latest noise in Wisconsin 
politics locale to the paper industry is the report that a movement 
is on foot looking toward the bringing out of Luther Lindauer, 
of Kaukauna, as the Democratic candidate for Governor. Mr. Lin- 
dauer is one of the leading pulp and paper manufacturers of Wis- 
consin and one of the pioneers in the industry as well. 

In the fall of 1908 Mr. Lindauer was the Democratic candidate 
for Congress and made a splendid run. He was defeated, but only 
perhaps because Democratic candidates generally went down under 
the Republican landslide. Despite the fact that it was an off year, 
he carried several of the counties in the Ninth Congressional Dis- 
trict that had never before gone Democratic. 

At the recent Presidential primary in Wisconsin Mr. Lindauer 
was elected a district delegate to the Democratic Natitnal Conven- 
ition to be held at“Baltimore, Md., this month. At Milwaukee last 
week a number of leading politicians seeking a candidate for 
Governor hit upon Mr. Lindauer as the logical man, and the mat- 
ter is now up to him for consideration. He has given no answer 
or interview that will in any way form a basis for conjecture as 
to what he will do, although it is safe to predict he will not do 
or say anything until after the Baltimore convention. If Wilson 
is the choice of the national convention, it is believed by many 
that the Kaukauna pulp manufacturer will seriously consider ac- 
cepting the invitation to become the Badger State standard bearer 
for Democracy in the coming fall election. 


Much Surplus Water 

APPLETON, Wis., June 3, 1912.—Despite the advance of the sea- 
son and contrary to all precedent water in the lakes and rivers 
of Wisconsin continues to increase, due entirely to unseasonable 
and torrential rains. Along the Fox River sluice gates are open 
wide, and every gallon of water possible is being rushed through 
to keep the lake and river levels below the danger mark. Along 
the Wisconsin River and its tributaries the same precautionary 
steps are being taken. In former years, especially during the last 
decade, water power men were busy at this season doing all they 
can to conserve the water and reduce the flow so as to stave off 
the customary midsummer famine as long as possible. 

More rain fell in Wisconsin during the month of May this 
year than during May and April of last year. For weeks it has 
rained at least a little practically every day. In the northern part 
of this county the Wolf and Embarrass rivers are out of their 
banks, the first time in a quarter of a century, and in many locali- 
ties farmers’ crops have been ruined, literally drowned out by the 
high water. 

The Fox River in this section is as high now as it usually is in 
the early spring during freshet season, and there is no sign of 
abatement. Mill men are not complaining by any means, as there 
is every indication the coal pile can be conserved to the fullest 
extent this coming summer. 


Bergstrom Gompany Would Extend Plant 


AppLeTon, Wis., June 3, 1912—Last week when the Bergstrom 
Paper Company, of Neenah, filed a petition with the City Council 
asking that the city vacate a certain tract of land adjacent to the 
company’s mill, the first inkling of the company’s intention of ex- 
tending its plant came to the surface. The petition reads as 
follows: 


“Wishing to build a paper mill on the premises adjoining oyr 
present mill, and finding the lot too small, we respectively petition 
that parcels of ground now owned by the city be vacated and title 
to them be passed by you to us; and with that we have secured 
from the Soo road, adjoining their present freight Station, will 
make it possible to immediately proceed with the building contem- 
plated. BercstroM Parer Company.” 

The land referred to lies along the north side of the Government 
canal. The Soo road, having sold a portion of its land to the 
paper company, will be obliged to remove its freight depot to make 
room for the new mill. The Neenah City Council will take f. 
vorable action in the matter, and no doubt in the very near future 
will turn over the land to the company so building operations can 
be started at the earliest possible moment. 

Information from the office of the Bergstrom Paper Company 
is meagre concerning the new entefprise; the company represent- 
atives stating they do not care apie out much until the land 
deal is closed and things are in readiness to start actual construc- 
tion. It is given out, however, tha ompany intends to install 
one more large fast ‘Ttinning boOWPifachine and other necessary 


equipment, and at least one largexbuilding will be erected. 


Wisconsin as a Timber State 

AppLetTonj Wis.,' Jitne 3, 1912.—State Forester Griffith is back of 
a movement to inerease the forest reserve in Wisconsin to 1,500; 
ooo acregigo that the State’ forest products, including spruce and 
hemlock#for pylp mills, will never be exhausted. Nearly one-third 
of thaf*acreagggs now in reserve, but in order to make it actually 
effective and ‘to insure Wisconsin forest products, the State 
Forester declares the present holdings must be increased fully 
threefold, “but not all at the State’s expense,” he says. 

Statistics show that in 1860 Wisconsin ranked seventh in the 
list arranged according to quantity of lumber produced. A decade 
later we got to fourth place, and in 1880 the State ranked third. 
In 1890 Wisconsin was second, and in 1904 first. One year later 
the State dropped back to second place, to third place in 1906 and 
to fifth place in 1908. 

Acording to a statement given out last week by the State 
Forester, Wisconsin ranks first in the cut of hemlock, which output 
has been increasing steadily for some years at the expense of the 
output of white pine, which has been showing a decrease for eight 
or ten years. “A reserve acreage of 1,500,000 acres would mean 
much to Wisconsin, and especially to its pulp and paper industry.” 
declared a local manufacturer a couple of days ago. “The supply 
of hemlock and spruce and other pulp making woods in Wisconsin 
is rapidly being exhausted, and something will have to be done 
soon or some of the mills in this vicinity might have to go out 
of business,” he concluded, 


To Gelebrate the Fourth 
Orecon City, Ore., May 11, 1912—Arrangements have been 
completed for the celebration of the Fourth of July by the em- 
ployees of the Willamette Pulp and Paper Company, and their 


families, at Schnoerr’s Park, Willamette, Ore. B. T. McBain, 
John Lewthwaite and William Sheahan will act as the company 
representatives, with a committee of three from the employees in 
arranging details of the affair,.the expense of which will be borne 
by the company. The big mill, employing 650 men, will be closed 
from July 3 at 6 p. m., to July 5 at 7 a. m. 

The Philharmonic Band has been engaged for the day and even- 
ing. A barbecue and games and races will be on the program. 
The guests of the company will go to the park on the Willamette 
Falls Railway, tickets to the grounds containing carfare coupons.

Ask in Your Own Way What You Want to Know and Help 
Others by Replying to Their Questions 


Drying Capacity of Dryers 
QvuEsTION No. 2,055. 

In answering the Question No. 2,045 in your issue of May 16 
as to the drying capacity of dryers, did you not advise the use of 
live steam for heating the dryers on account of burning the stock, 
and speak of the necessity of the dryers to be kept free from 
water and air to give proper results? 

Do you not believe a system of applying the steam different than 
the system now used, could be adopted that would overcome these 
difficulties ? 

ANSWER: 

In drying paper live steam is used. As was said in the previous 
article the kind and quality of the pulp used, closeness of the 
formation, etc., has effect on the drying of the paper. There are 
mills today that are using superheated steam to dry the paper. 
But it is all in having the speed of the machine at the right speed. 
The person running the machine must understand how to dry 
the paper. The first few dryers must not be as hot asthe dryers at 
the dry end of the machine. There should be a way of regulating 
the steam at the wet end so that the dryers become hotter as the 
paper gets toward the calenders. If the dryers at the wet end 
of the machine are as hot as the rest of the dryers the heat 
seems to dry the outside of the sheet, and then it is almost im- 
possible to get the inside of the sheet dry. By gradually drying 
the paper so that it gets the extreme heat at the calender end the 
best results are obtained. 

Then again, when running on a certain sheet a certain amount of 
steam is used. Then if you change to a lighter sheet you can 
use the same amount of steam and speed up the machine with good 
results. If the machine tender will use his good judgment there 
is no excuse for burning the stock on the machine. Some kinds of 
stock dry easier than others. In that case ‘the amount of steam 
must be varied. 

As to water in the dryers that also hinders the drying of the 
paper. If there is water in the dryers the surface is cooled by the 
water as the dryers revolve. The water is cooler than the steam, 
so that as the dryers revolve the surface of the dryers become 
cooled as the water comes in contact with the surface. The only 
proper way to get rid of this trouble is to have traps put on the 
machine which will take care of the water. There is always a 
certain amount of air in the dryers, and this also hinders the work 
of drying, the same as the water. There are traps made which 
will remove all the water, and also the air from the dryers. 

So it can be seen that live steam, as well as superheated steam, 
may be used to dry the paper if the machine tender understands 
how to use it. 


How to Babbitt a Pulley 


Question No. 2056. 

Will some reader of THE JourNAL please tell me how to babbitt 
a pulley which has become loose from wear? 

ANSWER: 

In babbitting a loose pulley which has become worn, first re 
move the old babbitt. Then make a base, to which secure a 
round piece of wood, standing vertically, the base being a trifle 
larger in diameter than the pulley. In order to get the pulley in 
2 position to babbitt place it upon the core base, and after leveling 


_— 
across the rim of the pulley move it so that the core stands 
exactly in the centre of the hole in the hub. A collar, the same 
size as the core, which has previously been put on, is brought up 
against the bottom of the hub and secured in place by means of 
a set screw, and the crack between it and the hub is filled with 
putty. After plugging the oil hole with wood, pour the babbitt 
in around the core and allow it to cool. When cool it wil] be 
found that the core has been reduced in size a trifle, which allows 
it to be removed from the pulley with ease. All that is then 
necessary is to scrape the babbitt until a good fit is made to the 
shaft, when the job is completed. 


What Causes a Fuzzy Sheet 
QueEsTIon No. 2057. 

I am running on a sheet of box board of about .037 gauge and 
it looks fuzzy. I would like to know what causes it so that ] 
can remedy it. The sheet I refer to is No. 2 manila. 

ANSWER: 

It is rather difficult to tell what causes your sheet to be fuzzy 
without seeing a sample of it or knowing what the furnish js 
Manila chip board might have the liner of old manila paper, or it 
might be a furnish of ground wood and sulphite. : 

This trouble usually comes from the beating room, and not 
the machine room, and is due to the nature of the furnish or to 
the treatment in the beater room. To begin with, any stock that 
has been chopped up in the beaters, whether it is dropped long 
or short, is sure to look fuzzy, as well as to show poorly sized, no 
matter how much size or alum has been used. The same is true 
in regard to ground wood pulp. If it has been made with the 
stones too sharp or of balsam wood you will find it a hard matter 
to overcome. The liner of any board should be drawn out in 
the beater, but not cut, as in this way you get a good bender and 
a smooth sheet. The better way is to drop the stock a little on 
the long side rather than have it too short, for you may shorten 
the stock if too long with the Jordan, but you cannot lengthen it. 

If you are using a furnish of old manila papers you are probably 
heating them in the beaters; if so, be careful that you do not 
heat them any more than enough to assist in clearing them. The 
higher the temperature the more you soften the fibres and the 
poorer the sheet’s felting condition. 

The formation of the sheet should be noted on the cylinder 
mold, and the proper amount of suction carried to get the best 
formation possible on the machine; yet if the stock comes to the 
machine in the proper condition you will have very little trouble 
with a fuzzy sheet. 


Invention of Paper Straws 

This is the beginning of the season when the soda fountains doa 
rushing trade and paper straws are used every day by the bushel. 
If a straw shows which way the wind blows, then the trade winds 
blow pretty heavily toward this commodity in the warm season. 

Thirty years ago at every fountain real straws were used, and 
these were frequently cracked and rendered useless. Every bat 
had a glass of wheat straws, but they did not fill the bill. It re 
mained for a Washington genius to invent the paper straw, which 
filled at the same time a long felt want and the inventor’s pocket. 

Marvin Stone was a young man at the national capital, a young 
man with much brains but few pennies. He was engaged in the 
business of making paper tubes for mailing cases. One day he 
went into a bar for a julep and tried in vain to get a straw that 
was not a disgrace to the family. So he went back to the shop, 
made a bundle of paper straws, brought them to the barkeeper as 
a present, and they “took” at once. A friend supplied capital and 
Stone went at once into the paper straw business. Within a few 
years he was a wealthy man, and when he died, a few years 280 
his estate was rated at $250,000 and his straws were selling by the 
hundreds of gross throughout the world.

Thomas E. Gleeson 


The death of Thomas E. Gleeson occurred at his home, 417 John 
street, East Newark, N..J., Sunday, June 2. 

Mr. Gleeson had spent practically a lifétime*in the Fourdrinier 
wire business, being one of the oldest, if not the oldest, men in 
that line of trade. He recently retired from active service, handing

Funeral services were held from his late residence Wednesday. 

William H. Fox 

William H. Fox, aged seventy-two years, died at his home in 
Penn Yan, N. Y., May 25. He was well known as a pioneer among 
paper manufacturers and one of the oldest and most respected 
business men of the section in which he lived. 

Mr. Fox was born in Schoharie County, N. Y., on August 7, 
1840, and began his business career at the age of seventeen in a 
paper mill at Middleburgh, N. Y. 

As a member of the firm of Fox & Ingraham, in 1860, he built 
a mill at Pittston, Pa., which he ran until 1865, when he built the 
Penn Yan mill, the first of its kind in the district. 

The late P. P. Curtis joined him in 1882, and the firm was thence- 
forth known as Fox & Curtis, until 1906, when Mr. Curtis retired. 
W. D. Fox, son of the deceased gentleman, had been given 
a partnership in 1900, and on the retirement of Mr. Curtis the 
style of the firm was changed to W. H. Fox & Son, which was 
afterward changed to W. H. Fox & Sons, the title it retained at 
his death. 

Mr. Fox had also been interested in a paper mill at Baldwinsville, 
N. Y., in which he was associated with his brother, the late Lewis 
Fox, of Middleburgh, and he also owned and operated a mill at 
the latter place for a number of years. 

Apart from his intimate and extensive connection with the manu- 
facture of paper, which lasted fifty-seven years, he was a member 
of the firm of Russell, Fox & Co., which rebuilt the mills now 
known as the Birkett Mills, and Andrews, Son & Co., at Penn Yan. 
He was also one of the promoters and builders of the Penn Yan 
branch of the N. Y. C. R. R., afterward sold to Fall Brook and 
now a part of the N. Y. C. system. 


—— 

The deceased gentleman was a lifelong Mason. He also took 
an active interest in municipal affairs, and for several years served 
as president and treasurer of the water board of Penn Yan, 

He is survived by his widow, one daughter and three sons, J. C, 
Fox, of Johnstown, Pa., assistant superintendent of the Cambria 
Steel Company; W. D. Fox and H. D. Fox, who were associated 
with him in the firm of W. H. Fox & Sons. 


Henry S. Dickinson 


A prominent figure in the paper world and in Massachusetts pub. 
lic life has passed away in the death at Nantasket Beach, May 2, 
of Henry S. Dickinson, who has been in failing health for some 
time, and who died just before reaching his half century mark, 
being in his forty-ninth year. 

Henry Smith Dickinson was born in Springfield, September 26, 
1863, and attended school there until he became bookkeeper for 
the Dickinson & Clark Paper Company, at the age of seventeen, 
His father, George R, Dickinson, who was a well known paper 
maker, owned a half interest in the Dickinson & Clark Company, 
and in 1883 established the George R. Dickinson Paper Company 
at Holyoke. The young man was with this company from its 
inception, being first employed as salesman and gradually acting 
as general assistant to his father. 

In 1887 George R. Dickinson died, and the direction of the mill 
fell on his son, then in his twenty-fourth year, who in his new 
responsibility had the invaluable practical assistance and advice 
of his uncle, Mr. Clark. In less than three years, under the man- 
agement of Henry S. Dickinson, the mill was enlarged and addi- 
tional machinery installed, bringing the mill up in the fore ranks 
of high producers. In 1899 the. George R. Dickinson Paper Com- 
pany entered into the American Writing Paper Company, since

which time Mr. Dickinson has served as director and as first 
vice president. He also for some time handled the Boston sales 
end of the company. 

Mr. Dickinson was a consistent Republican. In 1884 he was 
Republican delegate to the Minneapolis convention which renoml- 
nated Benjamin Harrison. In the same year in his home city of 
Springfield he was chairman of the Republican City Committee, 
and in 1890 was elected to the Board of Aldermen, being made 
president of that body the following year. In 1891 he was sent 
to the Massachusetts House of Representatives. This gave him

NEW PULP WOOD BARKER 


Apparatus Designed to Press the Logs Against the Knives, With 
Rotating Device So Constructed as to Oppose the Tepdency 
of the Log to Shift During the Operation. 





(Reports of all new patents are furnished 1HEe Paper Trape Journat by 
Davis & Davis, patent attorneys, Washington, D. C.) 

A pulp wood barker has been perfected by Philip C. Ulmen 
and Alexander Johnson, of Niagara, Wis., the following illus- 
trated description of which is furnished by the inventors: 

Figure 1 is a side elevation of our improved machine, the belt 
conveyer being shown in cross section and parts of the hand 
wheel and frame being broken away; Fig. 2 a plan view of the 
machine; and Fig. 3 an edge elevation of one of the worm spike 
wheels. 

The object of the invention is to provide a simple apparatus 
for pressing the log against the knives and rotating it while thus 
engaged with the knives, means being provided for readily ad- 
justing the log engaging devices to adapt them to operate upon 
logs of a wide range of diameters and the log rotating devices 
being so constructed as to oppose the tendency of the log to 
shift endwisely while being barked. 

Similar letters refer to similar parts throughout the several 
views. 

A designates a barking machine of well known construction, 
in which the knives are arranged radially or tangentially in a 
large rotating disk, not shown. A horizontal shaft a is mounted 
in suitable journal bearings and close to the front side of the 
machine, the shaft being driven in the direction of the arrow 
shown in Fig. 1 by a belt b connecting it to a lower shaft c, 
which latter shaft is geared to a main shaft d. The shaft d is 
driven by a driving shaft e through the medium of a suitable 
friction clutch f, this clutch being adapted to be operated in any 
convenient manner by the operator, so that the rotation of the 
shaft a may be controlled at will. 

Affixed to the shaft a is a series of spike wheels g, the spikes 
extending entirely around each wheel and being spirally arranged 











thereon. An endless belt conveyer ft is adapted to run across 
in front of the barker, parallel to shaft a, and in front of the 
shaft a this belt is supported, as it travels, by a table i which 
is adapted to be raised and lowered and locked in its adjusted 
positions by any suitable means. Suitable fingers 7 extend from 
the edge of this table in between the spike wheels g to insure the 
delivery of the log from the belt upon the spike wheels. 

A sliding cross head k is mounted to slide in ways on the top 
of the frame of the machine, these ways being inclined down- 
wardly toward the spike wheels g. This cross head k is adapted 
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to be raised and lowered by hand through the medium of the 


hand wheel / and a siutable rack and pinion device under the 
cross head, this rack and pinion device not being sh Mounted 
to have a limited sliding movement in this cross head is a pair 
of rods m whose forward ends are rigidly attached to a yoke n, 


In the forward ends of the arms of this yoke is a short shaft 0, 
affixed to which is a pair of spike wheels p, the sharpened spikes 
thereon being arranged spirally. Suitable coil springs qg surround 
the rods m between the yoke n and the adjacent end of the 
cross head k. 

Affixed to shaft o is a gear wheel r, which meshes with a 
similar gear s, affixed to the lower end of a shaft ¢ which extends 
up through the cross piece of the yoke and longitudinally through 
the cross head k and has its upper portion made angular, at /, 





The angular portion of this shaft works through a gear u 
journaled in a bearing v mounted on the frame, this gear » 
being driven from the shaft d by suitable belt and gearing. 

It will be understood that the logs to be barked are conveyed 
by the belt 4 to a point opposite the spike wheels g. Upon arrival 
at that point the operator slides the upper spike wheels p down- 
wardly until they engage the log and roll it off the belt onto the 
spike wheels g, whereupon the log will be rotated by the spike 
wheels g, and the spike wheels p, and be thereby also pressed 
against the rotating knives of the barker. At the time the upper 
spike wheels are brought down upon the log it is desirable to stop 
the conveyer belt and suitable means are provided for that purpose. 
In the present machine we have shown an endless chain or belt 
a’ depending from the shaft of the hand wheel / and running 
over a wheel D’ carried by a shaft c’ suitably journaled in the 
frame. On the same shaft with this wheel b’ is a wheel b” which 
is provided with notches d’ in its periphery, and into one of 
thes notches extends the upper end of a lever e’, so that this lever 
e’ is pivotally swung backward and forward by the partial rota- 
tion of the wheel b’. The lower end of the lever e’ is connected 
to a rod f’, whose other end is connected to a crank arm g’ ona 
horizontal shaft h’; and this shaft h’ is connected by a suitable 
link # and crank arms to another shaft j’, this latter shaft being 
adapted to open and close a suitable friction clutch k’ embodied 
in the driving mechanism of the conveyer. By this mechanism 
it will be observed that the act of running down the cross head 
k will shift the clutch k’ out of action and vice versa. 

A feature of importance lies in arranging the spikes on both 
the upper and lower spike wheels in a spiral manner, that is, in 
the manner of a screw thread or worm, whereby the spikes will 
not only serve to engage and rotate the log but will tend to move

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it endwisely in opposition to the tendency of the rotating knives 
of the barker to move the logs in the opposite direction. 

The adjustability of the table i and the upper spike wheels 
will, of course, adapt the machine to logs of various sizes, but 
should logs of greater diameters be barked, a still greater capacity 
in that respect is obtainable by dividing the frame of the machine 
into two parts, the joint between the parts inclining downwardly 
toward the base of the barker, the upper part of the frame being 
thereby adapted to slide a limited distance upwardly and down- 
wardly on the base part of the frame. This inclined joint in 
the frame is shown at m’ in Fig. 1. Suitable means may be em- 
ployed to slide the upper part of the frame back and forth. We 
have shown a pair of shafts m’ connécted by a sp rocket chain o’ and 
one of the shafts being provided with an operating crank )’, 
the shafts being mounted in the lower section of the frame and 
being threaded through suitable nuts in the upper sections of the 
frame or connected thereto in any suitable manner. 

To counter-balance the weight of the carriage or cross head 
k and thus rénder its reciprocation by the operator easy, we 
attach a weight q’ to the left hand side of the belt a’, as shown 
in dotted lines in Fig. 1. It will be understood that when the 
wheel b” is rotated by the action of the belt a’ far enough to 
disengage lever e’ from the notch it happens to rest in, said lever 
will slip along on the teeth of the wheel and be held lightly 
thereagainst by. the tendency of the clutch shifting connections 
to return to normal so that when the wheel b” is again rotated 
in the opposite direction the lever e’ will immediately move back 
into the next adjacent notch in the wheel and be thereby moved 
in the same direction as the wheel and thus shift the clutch. 
This construction and operation is desirable or necessary in view 
of the fact that the carriage k is shifted varying distances by 
reason of the varying diameters of the logs.

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NEW YORK MISCELLANEOUS MARKETS 


ALUM (Sulphate of Alumina.)—Movement in this market 
is of a seasonable nature, but chiefly against outstanding contracts. 
Values remain unchanged, as follows: 1@1%%c., acording to quan- 
tity. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—Demand over the week in this mar- 
ket was inclined to be spotty and irregular. At times premiums 
were paid for immediate shipments, while nominal prices pre- 
vailed at other occasions. Arrivals from 
$1.25, while spot business brought $1.25@1.30. 

BLUES (Ultramarines.)—A good steady movement is re- 
ported for jobbing lots for this item, and prices are maintained 
on an even basis, as follows: 5@r15c., according to quantity, quality 
and seller. 

CAUSTIC POTASH.—Conditions governing this market re- 
main relatively the same as were last reported. Though quietness 
prevails, prices are comparatively firm. At the close quotations 
ranged from 334@43c. for 45 to 90 per cent., while Electrolytic 
90 per cent. was maintained at 434c. on spot shipments, and future 
deliveries at 444@4%c. for foreign, and 4.40c. and up for domestic; 
the latter price being f. o. b. factory. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—Competition continues to reflect an unfavor- 
able aspect to this market, and current quotations are merely nom- 
inal. Quotations at the close of the week ranged from $1.60@ 
1.70, on a basis of 60 per cent. for 70@78 per cent., while 60 per 
cent. was quoted at $1.70@1.75. 

CHINA CLAY.—Market conditions remain relatively the same 
as were last reported, and quotations are reported as follows: 
Imported: $11.50@18.00, and Domestic, $8@o. 

CASEIN.—Consumers seem to be enough ahead of needs, and 
present movement is only of small proportion. Manufacturers in 
some cases seem anxious to turn goods into cash, and it is un- 
derstood slight shading might take place. Quotations of 8%@o%c., 
according to quantity and time of shipment, are repeated. 

GLYCERINE.—C. P. continues to be firmly maintained on a 
basis of 19@19%c. in bulk, and 20@20%c. in cases, though the 
demand for dynamite, crude lye and saponification grades is grad- 
ually falling off in the foreign markets. 

GUM TRAGACANTH.—Local holdings still are at a low ebb, 
and the scarcity of the lower grades is pronounced. Values are 
firm and have a tendency upward. Notwithstanding the high 
prices, the demand is quite good. Quotations range from 35@85c., 
according to brand and grade. 

GLUES AND GELATINS.—Movement in these items is much 
improved, and both domestic and foreign grades are going for- 
ward into consuming channels in good proportions. Special 
paper makers’ grades of Gelatines were quoted at 15@20c., 
while the several grades of Glues were maintained as follows: 
Extra white, 18@24c.; cabinet, 13@15c.; low grades, to@t12c.; foot 
stock, white, 12@14c.; brown, 9@IIc.; common bone, 7'%4@oc.; 
Irish, 13@16c.; French, ro@4oc.; German hide, 12@18c.; common, 
1o@t2c.; fish, liquid, per gallon, 60c.@$1.20. 

ROSINS.—A fair demand exists for pale grades covering con- 
suming requirements. The common rosins are quieter, and it 
is thought that prices are liable to shading; common to good 
strained is confirmed at $6.50@6.60, while E. F. & G. are re- 
spectively, quoted at $7.55, $7.80 and $7.80. 

SAL SODA.—Reports show that consuming industries are draw- 
ing steadily on existing contracts, but movement in new business 
is comparatively quiet. Quotations at the close were made by local 
dealers on a basis of 60c. and up f. o. b., in barrels, less the usual 
discounts, while spot lots of concentrated were maintained at 1c. 
and up, according to quantity, quality and terms of sale. 

STARCH.—Lower prices have improved the jobbing demand, and 
movement for the greater part of the week was much better than 
it has been for some time past. We quote: Special paper makers’ 
grade, $2.33@2.44; pearl starch, $2.2814@z2.39; Buffalo pearl starch,
